Doings in Both Houses of Parliament 
— Britain's .New Commander- 
in-Chief. 

Address Agreed to in the Commons- 
Proposal to Abolish Ireland's 
Lord Lieutenant. 



London, Aug. 19 —In the Houao of Com- 
mons to-day, the Right Hon. Geo. N. 
Curzopj, Under Socrotary of Stato for 
Foreign Affairs, replying to a question pub 
by Mr. James A. Hogan, mombcr for the 
Middle Division of Tipporary, regarding tho 
arbitrary arreBt of British subjeota 
in Honolulu for alloged complioity in plots 
to restore tho Queen, said that somo of tho 
oomplainantB wore not British subjects, and 
that the British commissioner waB still en- 
gaged in investigating tho casos of the 
others who had complained. 

Biron Caotlotown has given notice of his 
intention to move a resolution in the Houbo 
of Lords early next session to abolish tho 
office of Lord-Lieutenant of Iroland, and in 
ieu thereof to appoint a ohief and under- 
secretary for Ireland, and to pray tho Queen 
to establish a royal residenco In that 
country. 

In the House of Lords this aftornoon tho 
secretary of state for war, the Marquis of 
Lansdowne, announced that Fiold Marshal 
Viscount Wolsoloy would succeed the Duke 
of Cambridge as eommandor-in-chief of the 
British forceB on November 1. The pro- 
posed changes In tho powers and duties of 
the office are still under consideration. 

The House of CommonB agreed to the ad- 
dress in reply to tho royal speech by a vote 
of 217 to 63, under a closuro moved by 
Mr. Balfour thi government leader amid an 
angry olamor by the Radicals and tho Irish 
momberB, who were desirous of adjourning 
tho debate and who moved obstructive mo- 
tions against the house going into commit- 
tee of Bupply. All these wero rejected by 
overwhelming majorities, and the house 
finally adjournod at 2 20 a.m. 

KaiBor Wilholm, who has returned from 
his yaohting trip to England, lookB in splen- 
did condition and ia as full of energy aB 
ever. The empress is slowly recovering her 
health, and it is expected tho emporor will 
remain a week at WilholmBhohe. 

Tho relations between Germany and Eng- 
land have almost monopolized publio atten- 
tion, owing to editorials in tho London 
Standard and Daily News, whioh wore ex- 
tremely diatasteful to Germany, and the en- 
tiro press has given vent to a violent burst 
of Anglophobia, with Prince Bismarck's 
Hamburger Naohrlohten in tho van. 

The celebrations of the bittloa fought 
against the Fronoh in August, 1870, continue 
to be the order of the day in Germany. The 
various battle fields around Motz are being 
visited and a monument has boen plaood on 
the battle Held of Viouville in memory of 
Prince Frederiok Charles, and decorations 
b*va, been sont by tho ton to dooorate the 
graves of the German Boldlers upon the dif- 
ferent battle fiolda. > 

Prince Blamarok oooupios himself solely 
with tho affairs of his estate, and deolines to 
boo deputations. 

The German Crown Prinoo, Frederick 
William, ia to be placod a la auite of the 
Second Grenadier regiment, in whioh the 
Emporor served with tho rank of lieutenant. 

The Journal, of IPariB, roportB that tho 
situation on tho frontior is sorlous, owing to 
the aggresaivo attitude of the Germans, who 
have gathered to colebrate tho victories of 
the Franco-Prussian war. Tho Fronoh oro 
groatly agitated and excited over tho 
matter. 

Tho International co-oporative oongresa 
mot to-day in tho hall of tho society of arts, 
London. There was a largo attendance. 
Earl Grey presided and introduced tho 
queatlon of international allianoo. 

Tho amount of bullion whioh went into 
tho Bank of England on balanco to-day was 
£179,000. 

Thore is much agitation in official circles 
in Constantinople on aocount of the recent 
events on tho Bulgarian frontier, and in- 
structions havo been forwarded to tho Otto- 
man representatives to request tho powers 
to caution Bulgaria agalnBt permitting a re- 
ourronce of it. 

A boat containing twenty-five passengors 
was run down on Sunday by tho Btoamor 
Concordia from Slide ; seventeen porsons 
wero drownod. 

At tho annual mooting of tho Cobdon 
Club, Baron Farrer, of Abingor, who pro- 
aldrd, said that the proapeote for moro gen- 
eral free trado wero favorablo. Australia 
and tho colonioB, ho added, had not found 
that protootion obviated depression. Tho 
prospects in tho United States wore prom- 
ising, he continued, if that country wero rid 
of tho curronoy troubles. 



B. C. CANNED SALMON- 

A Glasgow Merchant on the Way to the Coast 
In the Interests of tho Trade. 

Ottawa, Aug. 19 — (Speoial)— J. J. Mar- 
shall a loading commercial morohant of 
Glasgow, Sootland, who handled the bulk of 
tho canned salmon which found its way Into 
North Britain, passed through Ottawa to- 
night bound for tho Pacific coast. Tho ob- 
ject of this trip ia to ondoavor to 
arrange for tho tranBportation of 
salmon from British Columbia by rail.

GERMAN VETERANS 

Celebrating Victories Over France-The Kais- 
er's Address at the Anniversary 
of Htrasburg. 

Berlin, Aug. 19.— The VotoranB 1 Asso- 
ciation of Berlin assembled at tho Temple- 
hoff Field to-day, to tho number of about 
40,000, this being the big memorial oolebra 
tion day of the victories of the Germans over 
the Frenoh in 1870 71. This was alao the 
anniversary of tha bombardment of Stras- 
burg by tho GermanB and of the retreat of 
the French army under Goneral MoMahon 
before the advance of the PruasianB. 
The veterans were received by the 
Emperor in the field, where wero a choir 
and an altar. His MajeBty arrived on 
tho fiold at ton o'clock and was received by 
tho foatlval committee, which included 
among its members many generals and high 
officials. After the ohoral services, tho 
Emporor mado a speooh to tho Prus- 
sians, during the course of which he 
said: "Comrades, I am glad to boo 
assembled horo my grandfather's com- 
rados who uohleved such brilliant deeds 
and splendid suoceBBOs under his leader- 
ship. May tho present day ba tho starting 
point for reapoct of tho law, the foatering of 
religion and loyalty to the Ktng. Your 
homago Ib not intended for me ; but for tho 
Fatherland. Follow tho exhortations whioh 
tho army chaplaina addresBod to you ; work 
with devotion for God and the Fatherland, 
and oppose all revolutionary tondonclea."

Smelter.

D. Mann, of Mann &Holt, tho woll-known 
firm of railway contractors, arrived In this 
oity yesterday, and is at the Driard. Mr. 
Mann is vory cheerful at the prosont time, 
because of tho reault of tho amelting of two 
carloads of galena oro at the Everott 
smelter. A oouple of yearB ago, with othor 
Montreal capitalists, he purchased tho 
"North Star," a silver mine situated on 
theSb. Mary's river, E»st Kootenay, about 
forty-five miles weat of Fort Steele. ThlB 
year tho company have been developing the 
mlno, and havo also built a road to Jennings 
on tho Groat Northern R. R., for the purpose 
of providing a means of getting the oro to a 
Bmolter. This road cost about §10,000. The 
firBt two carloads were shipped to tho 
smelter at Everett, and the grosa return per 
ton of oro is $68.70. Hence Mr. Mann'B 
cheerfulness. 

The ledge is ft most remarkable one, 
There i> 2o feet width of shipping steel 
galena ore, and tho whole deposit averages 
from 35 to 65 foet in width, that portion 
outBide of the Bteel galena being concen- 
trating oro. The returns from the two car- 
loads are quite up to expectations and the 
working of the mine will probably pay 50 
per cent, per annum on the money invested. 

A sufficient number of men are employed 
to ensure an output of two carloads of ore 
por day. Tho company are now arranging 
to put in a winter supply of provisions and 
sufficient mon to dolivor on the Kootenay 
river 3,000 tons of ore. Tenders will also 
bo called for shortly for delivering this ore 
either at JenningB on the Groat Northern 
or Golden on tho Canadian Pacific. 

Mr. Mann believes the " North Star " will 
become cno of tho greatest oro producers on 
tho continent. The work so far done has 
uncovered over one hundred thousand tons 
of oro. 

It waB Mr. Mann whe was Instrumental 
in reorganizing the Victoria Hydraulio Co., 
of Quesnollo Forks. This company is now 
cDgigod in washing with every prospect of 
big roturns. A private letter tho other day 
convoyed the intelligonoo that one pan of 
dirt washed gavo SO

A private lotter from Barkerville Btates 
that all the men available at Barkerville are 
working for the Caribou Gold Fiolds Co., 
and probably will be till winter Bets in. 
There is a report that the Island Mountain 
quartz mill will bo repaired this wintor and 
start up next aummer, and also the Black 
Jack quartz mine. The Sheppards expect 
to clean up 300 to 400 ounces of gold this 
aeaeon on Shoep creek at the head of 
Downie'a pass. Mr. Newton, on Stout's 
gulch, half a mile from Barkerville, cleaned 
up 400 ouncoa some time ago, and it ia re- 
ported that he will havo 200 or ,'!00 ounoos 
more this season.

HOLMES' CASTLE BURNED 

The Chicago Chamber of Horrors Destroyed 
Together With a Quantity of 
Valuable Evidence. 

Chicago, Aug. 19. — The gruesome build- 
ing known as Holuios' CaBtle was thia morn- 
ing entirely consumed. Tho firo did not 
extend beyond tho " oastlo." For somo time 
the premises have been tenanted only on the 
ground floor by a drug store and a email 
restaurant, and it waa in the lattor that the 
fire started. The interior of tho building 
has been practically ruined. Tho loss aggre 
gates $15,000. The destruction of this build 
ing will moan tho destruotion of much of the 
ovldence bearing on the murders whioh 
Holmes la suspeoted to have committed. 
The coincidence of the burning with the re- 
leaae from custody of Janitor Quintan, 
Holmes' confederate, and the only othor 
peraon besides Holmes who knew tho secrets 
of the castle, are not looked upon as acci- 
dental. 

This structure was a veritable den of hor- 
rors. Evidontly built for criminal purposes, 
its walls and passages, its hidden recesses, 
conoealed stairways and shafts, made it a 
carefully designed death trap. In the oollar 
were gas jeta from which it la belioved 
Holmes drew his supply to oBphyxiate his 
victims, and the vat where the bodies were 
disposed of in quick lime. Here Holmes 
dug after midnight by the feeble rays of 
lanterns, buried tho bodies of his victims 
and smoothed over tho broken aoil. The 
cellar waa reached by a shaft whioh never 
contained an elevator, and by a staircase 
which no one but Holmes and his oonfoder- 
ato knew. Tho uppor part of tho building 
waB a nest of secret ways, traps and shafts 
by which HolmeB could find his way to tho 
Btreet. From the so called office on tho third 
iloor down there waB not a portltion or a 
door whioh was not placed in Its respective 
position with somo sinister motivo. On tho 
aocond floor waa a laboratory with dummy 
vaultB for Binothoring victimB. There waB 
a narrow ohute from the roof to the base- 
ment down whioh bodies could be lowered, a 
sooret stairway, and behind It and the chute 
was ft blind wall. 

An examination of the collar exposed 
groat tanks in whioh bodioa wore reduced ; 
a furnace in which they were cremated, and 
a gas generator which supplied material for 
asphyxiation. The aearohera found a heavy 
work bench stained with blood stored away 
in one of tho secret rooms. In the collar 
they found almost an entire ekoloton ; the 
bonea sooming to bo those of a woman, and 
near It the skoleton of a child. Theee, the 
police baliovo, toll tho story of tho doath of 
beautiful Minnie Williams and tho child of 
Pearl Uonnors, on both of whose livsB 
Holmea hod inBuranco policies. 

For a time it waa thought that somo mem- 
ber of the Quintan family might havo boon in 
tho apartmentB, but it was afterwards learn- 
ed that Quinlan had gone to Michigan, whoro 
hia daughtor Cora has been staying since 
their arrest. Tho household furniture of tho 
Quinlans waa wholly deatroyed. Tho total 
Iosb, however, would not exceed $15,000. 
Tho llamea did oo muoh damage that tho 
polioo will bo unablo to make any furthor 
Investigation. 

Lat.or discoveries lead to tho belief that 
tho firo was of incendiary origin. Sovoral 
people living new tho burned dwelling saw 
two men enter tho houBo shortly before the 
firo broko out, and afterwards leavo with 
groat haste. A Bearch rbvealed half a cin 
of oil on tho stairway loading to tho base- 
ment.

An Unprofitable Season for Mining in 
Alaska— The Far North 
Salmon Pack, 

Not a 8tone Man But a Stone Woman 
This Time— The " Warrimoo " 
Ont of Dock. 



Though experiencing much foggy weather 
on the trip the steamship City of Topeka 
was on sohodule time In arriving hero from 
Alaska Sunday evening, and her pasBengera, 
aomo of whom made the round voyage on 
her, reporb having had a moat pleasant 
time. The ship remained in port only an 
hour, then proceeding to the Sound. She 
had no freight for Viotoria and but few pas- 
Bengera. Ab Sitka, when the steamer sailed, 
much interest waB being taken in the start- 
ing of a mining bureau for the colleoting of 
definite and reliable information concorniog 
the Alaskan mines and tho securing of exhi 
bits from each. A photographer named Al 
bcratono ia tho louder in the move 
ment, which ia expected to prove 
of groat) bjnefib to the miners and 
particularly those intending to try their for- 
tunes in Alaska. Mining generally has beoL. 
a fulluro in Alaska this year, though euoh 
an impression would hardly havo been re- 
ceived from an inepectloa of the Topoka's 
freight. Included in the consignments were 
300 sacks of galena ore, this shipment oom- 
ing from Sundum, about 150 miles north of 
Sitka, where one of tho moat active and buo- 
ceaaful mitiirg camps in the whole of Alaska 
1b situated. A five stamp mill is in course 
of construction ab Sitka, butapart from min- 
ing alTiira tho place is quiet. In the 
jiil there wero six prisonera await- 
ing trial for murder, Beveral of them 
for the killing tf two white tradora a 
conBidorablo time ago while maddened by 
drink supplied them by the victims ; and 
one, a native, for taking the lives of his 
father, mother and wife. No news from the 
westward had reached Sitka when tho To 
peka sailed. The Alaskan salmon pack this 
year will be away ahead of last year, but 
while one oannery is booming another is 
comparatively quiet. Tho Loring oannory 
expects to pub up 35,000 cases, or 8,000 
more than laBb year. Among the passengers 
the Topeka brought down were two young 
Indians who had endeavored to abduat a 
native girl, about 15 years of age, from hor 
homo in Wrangel. They sucoaeded in so- 
creting themselves and the girl aboard tho 
Topeka, but juab as the ateamer wua about 
to Bail tho two beoimo noisy 
over their suooeas, thus giving away 
their hiding place and also enabling the par- 
ents of tho girl to locate her and again se- 
cure posBoeaion of her. Sho wac both willing 
and anxiouB to run away from home, and 
her companions, who were both bound to 
Port Townaond, Bay they will yob oarry 
their plans into effiot. Anothor of tho pas- 
sengers goiDg to Seattle on the Topeka, ia 
returning from Alaska on a peculiar mission. 
He went North some time ago in a sloop, 
wbloh he huB since sold, and is now return- 
ing for a small Btoam lounoh. This he pro- 
poses to utlliz] in making a Bteal from the 
Indians on Prinoo of Wales island of one of 
their most eacred gods — a petrified woman 
with foatures, it is said, aa distinct as in 
life. This treasure has already been 
Bought in vain by speculativj personB, and 
will again bo sought at a time unknown to 
the IndianB. As a curio, he considers tho 
stone womBn would be worth her weight) in 
gold If only once landtd in tho jnited 
Statos. U. F. LundqulBt, a former well- 
known Viotoria jeweler, whoalao waB going 
down the Sound, has been In Alaska for aix 
weeks, and left there partially In dread of 
the oold weather. He saya that during the 
whole Bix weeks of hiB etay ho only saw two 
or three fine days, the re3t cf tho time dia- 
rrul, gloomy weather prevailing. He is not 
an admirer of AlaBka, and spoaks of Its 
mining development aa being only within 
the reach of capital and the experienced 
worker. He saya, however, that bo far 
as he knows or haB heard there is 
no distress among the miners in Alaska thia 
year. The voyage to Viotoria waa made 
very ploasant by a Presbyterian minister 
and his wile. The former conducted ser- 
vices aboard tho ateamer, and the latter 
being an accomplished vooaliBt Bang for the 
passengers nearly every evening of the trip.

between five and six hundred Odd Fellow 
excurslonlBta aboard, the steamer City of 
Kingston ran aBhore, and was hold hord and 
fast for upwards of fivo hours. The ahock 
waa very Blight, and the mbhap caused no 
excitemont among the passengers. By 
chance tho tug Falcon waa alo g ido her 
wharf all in readineBB to leave for Nanaimo 
for coal, and as Boon oa the accident oc- 
curred was on hand to offer assistance. The 
firat thing to bo dono waa to convoy tho paa- 
sengorB aBhore, and this work tho Falcon 
accomplished in two tripa by bringing into 
requisition a large aoow Bhe hud convenient 
for tho Nanaimo trip. It was while round- 
ing tho second buoy that tho Kingston went 
ashore, and tho tide was then ab about 
its lowest stugo. A dome fog provailed ot 
the time and had moro or Icbb bothered the 
steamer throughout her ontiro voyogo ; it 
seemed to come down in an impenetrable 
bank whon tho harbor waa readied, and in 
conscquonco tho Bteamor was going at dead 
slow speed. She struck on a smooth and 
sandy bunk, and was not in any dangor 
from tho first. After a good effjrt had been 
mado to free herself, tho steamer waa 
obliged to wait high water, whon with tho 
Falcon's assistance Bhe slid oil apparently 
not injured. Good judgment waa used in 
putting the passengers ashore for tho vessel 
was then roliovod of a considerable strain. 
The fog lifted very suddenly, and tho 
steamer once off tho bank was not further 
detained. A dlvor, of courBO, inopeoted hor 
bottom before Bhe loft port again, but is 
understood to have found no signs of in- 
juries.

HORSE RACING AT FAIRS. 

The Ontario Minister of Aerlcultnro Explains 
the Position of UIs Department 
on the 8ubject. 



The following interesting circular lottor, 
bearing date of Auguat 7 and the siguaturo 
of Hon. John Dryilin, haB just boon iaaued 
by the Department of Agriculture of On- 
tario : 

" Sovcral applications having been made 
to this department by various agricultural 
Bocietioo for an interpretation of seotlTi 29 
of tho agriculture and arte aot, 1S05 tho 
following is givon to tho officers and o> rec- 
tors for their guidance as being the evinunt 
iutontion of the legislature when passing the 
act. By section 9 of tho said aot, the ab- 
ject of Huch societies, as relating to live 
9 ock, is oonfincd to two things, (a) tho pur- 
cbsso or importation of valuable animals, (h) 
awarding premiums for excellence in tho 
raising of stock, etc. Sub-section 3 of thia 
Beotion declares th»' -~ne of the fundB shall 
be expended for a. ■« inconaiBtonb 

with the abivo. 

" The opinion of the legislated, as ex- 
pressed in eection 29, was that horse racing 
as ordinarily conducted is inoonaiatont with 
the objects above Bet forth. Ib la presumed, 
therefore, In awarding premiums for light 
horaea of any class, that form, soundness 
and style shall always bo considered as well 
as speed, and that no horse shall be placed 
first for Bpeed alone. If, in the judgment of 
the officers or judgos, it Is deemed desirable 
to test the speed of the contesting horses, it 
Is allowable under this clause to do bo, but 
tho pri.'. ;s must in evory case be awarded on 
general excellence as soon in the above char- 
acteristics. It is not intended thab purses 
shall be offered, ma 1 e up of depoaita or en- 
try fees from owners of contesting horses, 
but that premiums shall bo offered in the or- 
dinary way. 

"Tho operation of this clause will do away 
with the profeaaional raoo horae at our agri- 
cultural thiwa, and tend to promote the de- 
velopment and oncourago the breeding of 
sound, stylish, right-stopping horses, so 
much in demand in the great horso markotB 
of the world. Ibis hoped therefore that di- 
rectors of agricultural sooiotios will rigidly 
and cheerfully enforce the regulation as thus 
set forth."

STJRONO assurance. 

The assurance given by the Premier of the 
Dominion and the. Minister of the Interior 
that when subsidies are again given to col- 
onization and other railroads the extension 
of the Esquimau and Nanaimo Railway will 
be among tho first to receive aid, must be 
satisfactory to those who take an interesb in 
the development of the resources of this 
western section of the Province. That the 
road is needed and will open up for settle 
ment a rich and productive part of the 
Island of Vancouver is beyond question. 
What British Columbia wants more than 
anything else is population. Every acre of 
land available for agriculture ought to be 
cultivated, but it cannot 1)3 expected that 
the large traots of cultivatlble land north of 
Nanaimo will bs settled for many years nn- 
leSB the means of communication cm the 
Island are inoreased and improved. There 
are, no doubt, other resources which will be 
developed and madeavailable by theoxtension 
of the railway to Comox. The prospeot of 
the construction of tho extension in tho near 
future is therefore most encouraging. 

There is no ambiguity or indefinlteness in 
Sir Maokenzie Bowell's promise. The fi- 
nances of the Dominion are alroady im- 
proving. Tho depression whioh oauBed 
stagnation in all parts of tho continent is 
passing away. When times get better, ae 
thoy are sure to do, men of onorgy and en. 
terprise will tako heart, and railway pro- 
joots which during the depression were 
dropped will be revived ; and as the Island 
load is to be ono of tho first to get Govern- 
ment aid it is certain not to be long before 
the extension of the E. & N. railway, so 
muoh desired, will bo oommonced and com- 
pleted. 

AN ENEMY'S SUGGESTION. 

The Toronto Globe holds that the remedial 
order must be withdrawn before Manitobo 
can be expected to do justice to the minority. 
This it profossos to do in tho iatoresta of 
conciliation. Tho Globe Ib evidently not in 
earnest or it forgotB that there are two par- 
ties to the dispute If the Dominion Gov- 
ernment withdraws tho romedial order to 
ploaBO tho Globe and those for whom the 
Globe speuks, what will tho aggrieved min- 
ority In Manitoba and their frionds in all 
parte of the Dominion Bay 2 Will they be 
satisfied? Will thoy not rathor considor 
that they have boon botrayod and befooled, 
being left exactly whoro thoy woro bofore 
they took a single Btop to have their griev- 
ances remedied ? Tho Montreal Star sees 
thlB proposal In its true light and shows 
clearly to what tho acceptance of it ly tho 
Government of the Dominion would lead. It 
lays : 

It'la all very well for a journal In opposi 
Hon,' whoso businoss it is to induce tho Gov 
eminent to make itself ridiculous, to Insist 
ently demand tho withdrawal of the " rome 
dial ordor." This attitudo purchases for i! 
vory cheaply tho position of " defender of 
the faith 1 ' in Manitoba, and yot moanB 
nothing, ao far as tho ultimate settlement of 
tho question is conoernod. Party othics 
may permit an Opposition to seek to embar- 
rass a Government on any question, but 
party strategy — nob to montion patriotism 
should wurn tho Liberals against meddling 
with tho Ministry until it has aarriod tho 
country across this exceedingly fcottliah 
bridge. No one can bo in ignorance 
of the fact that tho recall of that 
order by the Government, under present 
circumstancoB, would be tho signing of 
ita death warrant, for, in view of the Pro 
mlor'a late decision to pause and nogotiato 
for a settlement, against the vohemenb pro 
tOBts of tho throo Frenoh Ministers— one of 
whom la Btlll unrooonoilod— tho cancellation 
of that order to day would bo interpreted in 
Quebec as an unconditional surrender to Mr, 
Dalton McCarthy. Ib would nevor bo re 
ceived as a preliminary stop to a just com' 
promise ; rather would it bo rogardod as a 
long and final stop toward tho ubtor aban- 
donment of tho Manitoba minority. It 
would " fire tho heather " aB Buroly as would 
the imposition upon Manitoba of tho most 
sxbreme remedial programmo, whether it be 
that of Mr. Angora or of Mr. Tarte. 

A call for bho withdrawal of the romedial 



order should not bo mistaken for a ory for 
peace, Suoh a withdrawal would, on tho 
contrary, bo a declaration of immediate war. 
There are two sides to this controversy; and 
ib by no moanB guarantees poaae to satisfy 
one of bhem. ThoBo of us who care moro 
for Confederation, British connection and 
tho growth of a spirit of Christian charity 
among our people llun wo do for either sido 
of this Manitoba sohool controversy, are ex- 
ceedingly anxious that nothing Bhould be 
done to sot either column in motion. For 
to move one Is to move tho other. So far bb 
results are concerned, the Globe mighb us 
well urge Sir Mackonzio to appoint Arch- 
bishop Langovin diotator of tho Manitoba 
sohool system as to u&k that, under existing 
conditions, ho withdraw tho " tomodiul 
order." In either case, political civil war 
would onauo with di'fforence of religion aB 
the dividing lino j and nothing would so 
Burely bo killed as the Dominion of Canada. 

Mr. Greenway knowa and the pooplo of 
Manitoba know that tho Government of the 
Dominion did not doBire to interfere in this 
aohool business. What haB been done so far 
has nob been done with the intention of med- 
dling in tho domoatio ulTalra of Manitoba but 
in obodlence to law. Thoy had a duty to per- 
form — an unpleasant duty — bub bhey have 
performed it honostly and courageously, and 
thoy deserve tho sympathy and the support 
of all who deBiro to see tho Manitoba aohool 
question sottlod amicably and fairly. The 
courso whioh Mr. Liurior and his followers 
are pursuing in placing obstacles in the way 
of a sottlomont ia unpatriotic in the oxtremo, 
and ia, we are satisfied, ovon from a party 
point of view, moat unwiso. 

WELL ANSWERED. 

N The Grlb newspaporB say that Sir Adolphe 
Caron " spoke falsely," as tho Times of this 
city states, or "lied to Parliament," as the 
more vigorous Halifax Chronicle puts ib, 
when he said thcro was no increase at all In 
the amount of the appropriation for the 
mail sorvlcB. Here is how the Halifax 
Herald diBpoaea of tho Chronicle's accusa- 
tion : 

Now after that " broeze," tho reader may 
learn the simple facta. When the item in 
the eatlmatoe — " Poat Office — Mail Borvice, 
§2,125,000," — was reached last aeasion, Sir 
Richard Cartwrighb asked Borne questions 
which brought forth Sir Adolphe Caron's 
statement : " I cm tell the hon. member that 
there is no inoreaBO at all in the amount " ; 
that iB, Sir Adolphe assurod Sir Riohard 
and tho House that the mail service grant of 
52,125,000 which ho was then asking was no 
increase over tho grant of tho previous 
year ; and if the reader will turn to the 
records of 1894— aay Hanaard, p. 4,157 — he 
will find that tho mail aervloo grant of that 
year was preoisely tho Bame sum, §2, 125, 000. 
So far, then, from Sir Adolphe having " do 
liberately lied," as the Chroniole politely 
puts ib, ail that Sir Adolphe did was to state 
a simply fact as it stood in the records of tho 
oounbry. Thus muoh for tho Chronicle's 
baseless charge of falsehood against Sir 
Adolphe Caron. 

A SILLY REPORT. 

Some polibioal busybody who ia nob over- 
burdened with brains and who is nob friend- 
ly to the Government haa raised the report 
that the Lieutonant-Oovornor of Manitoba 
intonds to dismiss Mr, Greenway and hia 
colleagues because they have not obeyed tho 
remedial order. The report iB attributed to 
" A Manitoban " who was said to have boon 
in Montreal whon tho story was raised. The 
report la in itself ao unlikely and so unreas- 
onable that wo are surprised that it could be 
seriously troated by any rospectablo nows- 
papor, either in Manitoba or in Eastern Can- 
ada. But tho Toronto Globe, the Montroal 
Gazotto, the Toronto Mail aud Empire and 
the Toronto World have treated It seriously. 
None of these papers have hinted that Sir 
John Schultz, Governor of Manitoba, haa 
taken leave of hiB Bon8os ; yet if he really 
intended to purBue tho course outlined 
in tho Toronto Globe'a article headed, 
" Siniater Rumor," he would bo u 
fit candidate for a lunatic asylum. That 
anyone connecbod wibh bhe Government 
Bhould for a single moment entertain " A 
Manltoban's " idoi is simply incredible. The 
polioyof tho Government in this Manitoba 
business is to do exactly what bhe consbitu- 
blon directs, noithormore norlesa. Fortunate- 
ly tho constitution of tho Dominion and the 
Manitoba Act point out clearly and definitely 
the course to bo pursuod if the diroction or 
decision of the Uovernor-Goneral-in Council 
is not duly executed by tho proper provincial 
authority. That course ia nob to dismias 
the provincial ininistors or to dissolve the 
provincial legislature, but to apply to the 
Parliament of Canada to make tho necessary 
remedial laws. This iB precisely what the 
Government of the Dominion has dono. In 
order thab our readers may soo whab ia the 
proper consbitutional course to puraue in tho 
Manitoba caso aftor tho Legislature of tho 
Province haB noglooted or refused to carry 
out tho directions of tho Governor-General 
in-Counoil, wo will reproduce sub-section .'i 
of Bootion 22 of tho Manitoba Act, which is 
Idontloal with sub-sootlon 4 of Boctlon 93 of 
tho British North Amorioa Aob : 

'•In case any such Provincial law aa from 
time to time aooma to bho Govornor-Goneral- 
in-Counoil requisite for tho due execution 
of tho provisions of this section Is rob mado, 
or in oaeo any decision cf tho Governor-Gen- 
eral-in-Councll on any appoal under this sec- 
tion, ia nob duly executed by tho proper 
Provincial authorities in that behalf, thon, 
and in every such casb, and as far only as 
the circumatanooa of oach caso require, tho 
Parliament of Canada may muke romedial 
laws for tho due execution of the provisions 
of this section, and of any decision of tho 
Governor-General-in-Couucil under this boc 
tion. " 

Tho Government of bho Dominion having 
suoh clear directions aa are containod in tbo 
above sub-soction how to procoed in the 
caso of the Loglalaturo of Manitoba refusing 
to comply with what hus boon called tho 
remedial ordor, would be foolish in the ox 
trome to pormit the Lloutenanb Governor of 
the Province to dismiss hia ministers or to 
do anything olsn thab tho people of Mani- 
toba might with any appoaranco of reason 
complain of as arbitrary or unconstitutional, 
Ib ia qulto ovldont thab the constitution 
leavoa bho final decision in Buoh onses with 
bhe Parliamenb of Canada, and bhere tho 
preBonb Governmenb proposo to leave ib if in 
bhe meanbimo the Government of the Do- 



minion and tho Government of Manitoba do 
not make an amlcablo arrangement which 
ihe Manitoba minority will accept aa a 
remedy for the grievance of which bhey 
complain. 

Ib saems to us thab bhe "person" who 
manufactured this " ainiator rumor," and 
those who treab ib as if It were 
worth a moment's oonBideiabion, for- 
got for bho momonb that there Ib 
suoh a provision in tho Manitoba Act as 
sub seotion (3) ; for if thoy had remembered 
its existence and considered it at all caro- 
fully they would not have beliovod that tho 
diatr.!?BuI of hia Ministry by tho Govornor of 
Manitoba was within the rocge of possibility. 
Tho atrength of tho Govornmenb position in 
this Manitoba bualnesa has hitherto boon 
that thoy in every Btep they have taken 
have adhered strictly to constitutional law. 
They havo dono what the law dlreots — 
neither more nor losa— and having pursuod 
bo wiso and bo prudent a course thua far ib 
would bo little abort of madness to deviate 
from it now In tho slightest degree. 



MISSIONARY ZEAL. 

Although ib ia cortaln that missionaries 
whoso field of labor is China are exposed to 
gravo dangers, und although only the other 
day Chinoao missionaries and their families 
woro attacked, killed, and treated with tho 
greatest cruolty, d=votod men and women 
aro preparod, not knowing whab may befall 
bhem thoro, to leave tho safety and tho com- 
forts of olvilizod llfo for tho perila and the 
discomforts of missionary life in China. Ib 
is imposaiblo nob to admlro the courage and 
tho Bolf sacrlfice of thoso teacbora of Chris- 
tianity. On tho 12th of the present month 
throo miasionarioB, Miss Annie MoKenzle, 
Mrs. Goforth and the Rov. Mr. Mitchell, 
loft Toronto for China. They were nob do- 
terred by tho dreadful news that thoy 
had hoard from that country only 
a week or two before thoy 
startod. They woro determined, no matter 
what atood in tho way to dishearten and to 
daunt thorn, to do what they oould to bring 
tho hoathon in China from darkneaa to light. 
Thoro aro many who will Bmile when they 
hear this newa, and will ask what can theao 
few do among tho multitude of heathen in 
tho land to which they are going. Bub it ia 
largely by meana of Buoh humble instru- 
ments aa thoso that tho Christian religion 
is kept alive in tho world and the area of its 
influence increased.

Lottera aont to the waterworks oontraotors 
by G. E. JorgenBon, tho waterworks oDgin- 
oer, were road in regard to changeB in the 
work ordered on tho stipulation that thoy 
wore nob to interfere with tho contract, also 
tho following letter addressed to Mr. Ray- 
mur by Mr. JorgenBon : 

August 10. 
./. L. Hai/mur, Water Commissioner. 

8lB:— I beg to report that tho cofferdam in 
connection with the wator works Improvements 
at Lioavor l»ko will bo practically completed 
to-day. Tho wator In tho Inner baain hus boon 
lowored li vo to six feet during tho last fow 
daya and I expect tho basin to bo dry by to- 
morrow. It gives mo ploaauro to state that, tho 
dam shows every indication of Doing thorough- 
ly impervious. I havo taken very closo obser- 
vations as to tho fall of tho water In tho inner 
basin whon tho outlet was closed and nol tho 
slightest leakage Is noticeable. 

(Sd.) G. K. JOHOKNBON. 

Ald. Bragg had understood that corres- 
pondence had passed between tho Mayor 
and the Kogineor ainco tho council last mob.

Ab pre- 
senb View street, part of Yates and 
Broad streot woro the only ones roady, for 
on Government street especially pipes had 
to be laid, and it would nob do to tear ib up 
after the paving was onco down. He sub- 
mitted an estimate of the cost on tho streets 
proposed to be paved. 

Ald. McLellan oontinued that he would 
advise that only Broad and View streets bo 
paved [his year so that the cost would not 
be too great this season. The vitrified 
brick waB to lay along the tramway. 

The report waa adopted. 

The report of the firo wardens to rent the 
'Tiger engine to the waterworks contractors 
waa adopted, Aid. Humphrey objactiuy. 

The Electric Light Superintendent recom- 
mended that now insulated wiro be used in 
tho centre of the city for the eleotrio alarm 
system, that the outlying linoB bo over- 
hauled and boxes bo placol at the corners. 
This would coat about $350. This waa re- 
ferred to tho fire wardena to act, Aid. Wil- 
llama, Bragg and Humphrey speaking on 
tho Importance of getting the alarm system 
in good working ordor.

Balloting on the Bppolntmonb was thon 
taken, and Mr. J. G. Brown was chosen ab 
a salary of $5 a day. 

The sewerage committoo reported that 
tho sowerago work on Fort, Yates, 
Bollovillo, Birdcage Walk and Monzies 
stroota is noaring completion and tho Pan- 
dora streot work Is Bulliciently advanced to 
enable an approximate of tho ultimato cost 
to be made.

Ald Cameron and Williams drew the 
attention of tho streot committeo to tho 
Ioobo rook on the streets, and Aid. Hum- 
phroy promised to abtond to it. 

Tho comotery by-law waa roconaidered 
and finally pasaod. Tho council adjourned 
bill 8 o'clock on Wodnoeday evening.

AN ENEMY TO HER SEX. 



That's What Slnrr H. Krout Says or the 
Kditor or Tho Saturday Review. 

In tho good time that is coming — of 
equal suffrage and of equal rights in all 
the avocations of life, tho time that 
shall mark (ho abolition of discrimina- 
tion because of sox — Tho Saturday Re- 
view will bo remembered as one of the 
chief opponents of liberality and jus- 
tice. Whenever or wherovor it con utter 
u slur upon women, tho falsehood and 
the insult have gone forth. Unfortu- 
nately its chief mouthpiece is a woman — 
a woman so sour and hard that one 
wonders much at the fato and experi- 
ence that could so have imbitterod hor 
judgment that she is incapablo of being 
even fair upon tho simplest • question 
where tho interests of other women are 
involved. Tho world of working women 
has in her a pronounced enemy, for she 
believes that all women should remain 
at homo and bo protected, whether they 
havo a homo or not, and oven where 
there is no one willing to assume tho 
burden of tho protection. The latest 
diatribe from The Saturday Review 
against tho hated sex is a charge that 
women aro incapable of friendship or 
even good will toward each other; that 
they will betray confidence without re- 
gret, break faith with impunity and 
quarrel over a pirated bonnet or an 
alienated lover. 

It goes for nothing that history can 
givo many noble examples of lasting 
friendships between women and that 
there are other illustrious examples to 
bo studied in our own times, while 
there is no ono who cannot recall in his 
or her own immediate circle women who 
havo been faithful friends for years, be- 
tween whom tho cloud of suspicion has 
never risen and whom sorrow and ad- 
versity or that still greater test, fortune 
and prosperity, could never separate. 
There is no so called self made woman 
who cannot name some faithful woman 
friend who held out tho holping hand 
just at tho right moment ; who opened 
her doors and received her into the hos- 
pitality of her own home; who sent the 
timely check that mado possible tho 
priceless opportunity which turned tho 
tide of fortune. 

The faithful friendships between wo- 
men whose poverty is a common bond 
could they bo known would revivo one's 
faith in human nature and its possibili- 
ties of divinity. They divide their all 
— tho crowded room, the lean purse, the 
unwonted luxury, tho fow possessions — 
and with a self abnegation so complete 
that ono can well believe that life itself 
would bo surrendered if it were required. 

The real truth is that women who 
satirize and misrepresent their own sex 
know nothing of women. They havo 
proved themselves hostile and treacher- 
ous, and from such traitors good women 
turn away instinctively. They know 
that they havo nothing to hopo for at 
their lauids. 

It is difficult to understand what 
could bo tho motive of writers of Mrs. 
Lynn Lyuton's type. Do they seek to 
curry favor with men? Is it a method 
of proclaiming their own superiority 
over a sex which they havo endeavored 
to prove arose manifestly inferior, mor- 
ally, intellectually and physically? No 
one cm toll, not even thomsolves, if 
they wero pressed for an explanation of 
their motives. They should learn ono 
thing, however, and that is that, how- 
over their power may bo limited in oth- 
er directions, women aro social arbiters. 
Tho edict has gouo forth that there is no 
breach of good breeding more heinous 
than tho detraction and misrepresenta- 
tion of one woman at tho hands of an- 
other. So if conscience and generosity 
are no restraint rigorous rules of eti- 
quette may bo. The woman who is a 
woman's worst enemy is no longer the 
fashion. As a typo sho is destined to 
become as obsolete as Lydia Languish 
or Clarissa Harlowe. — Mary H. Krout 
in Chicago Inter Ocean.

Another Paciiio Cable Proposition-Ail 
American Company to 
. Be Organized. 



Claims of British Subjects for Damages 
to Bo Presented-A Pigeon- 
Holed Document. 



Honolulu, Aur. 10 — (Per steamerBelglc, 
via San Francisco, Aug. 17.)— .A cable pro- 
position of a definite character has beon 
made to the Hawaiian government by Col. 
7j. S. Spaulding, a wealthy »ugar planter, 
who recently returned from Europe. The 
matter will come up in the senate on the 
12th. 

The proposition is to build from San Fran- 
cisco, or in the near vicinity, to Honolulu. 
A branch line will bo built connecting the 
other islands. Spaulding wants $50,000 a 
year for twenty years, the government to 
have the right to use both systems in tho 
tranamlcaion of official mossages free of 
charge, up to tho amount of the bonus, 
reckoning at tho rogular rates charged. One 
clause provides for tho exclusive privilege of 
landing cables on Hawaiian territory for the 
torm of twenty years, such privilege not to 
ba construed, however, as conflicting with 
any rights the government of tho United 
States may poBscss by virtuo of any existing 
treaty. The promoter a^raes to have the 
cable working by Ootober 31, 18!)S, if ho is 
successful in obtaining subsidies from both 
the United States and Hawaii. 

Colonel Spaulding says : 

" The general plan for carrying out the 
oablosoheme is tho organization of ouo Am- 
erican company to oontrol and manages it in 
tho United States and to organize a company 
in Honolulu to control and manage tho 
inter-island linos." 

No additional claims have been made on 
the government arising from tho arrests 
made during last January. British Com- 
missioner HawoB called on President Dole 
yesterday and spout an hour conversing on 
various topics. Ho did not present any 
claim on behalf of British subjects, although 
it is understood ho will do bo at an early 
date, 

P. G. Camarinoa, who was Eent from tho 
country last February, returned and was 
allowed to land. Ho made application eomo 
timo ago for permission to return, He wbb 
detained on board the Bteamer for about an 
hour. 

Some time ago the vitlcultural commis- 
sioners of California addressed a memorial 
to the government relating to the increased 
introduction of Saki into the Hawaiian 
Islands and the corresponding decrease in 
the importation of California wines. The 
document was pigeonholed and only reached 
the senate on the 5th. It was referred to a 
committee, and a report was brought in re- 
commending the memorial bo considered by 
a oommiseion to report at the regular session. 

J. Mott Smith died this evening. He 
held many positions of trust under tho 
monarahy. He was Hawaiian minister 
at Washington when the Queen was de- 
throned. 

British Commissioner Hawes has notified 
the government that Great Britain has 
dooided that Thoa. Walker and W. H. 
Rickard are naturalized Hawaiian citizens. 
Both men olaimed, when they were sen- 
tenced for rebellion, that they were British 
Bubjeota. 

WHOLESALE CREMATION. 

niirnlug of a Hotel at Denver, Col.— Loss of 
About Twenty hives, 

Denver, Col., Aug. 19. — The Gumry 
hotel here was wreoked by an explosion at 
12 10 a.m. The hotel was crowded with 
gueata at the time. The structure, whioh 
extends for 100 feet along an alley, running 
75 feet towards tho front, is a mass of 
debris ; bricks and plaster are piled in heaps 
twenty feet high, and from this maas of 
wreckage came the moana of injured and 
dying poople. It Ib estimated that of forty 
people in the portion of the building de- 
stroyed nearly all must dead. 

It la apposed that the battery of boilers 
in the hotel basement exploded. Clonds of 
dusb were thrown a thousand foot in the air. 
Every engine in the aity poured streams of 
water into the maas, but the flames could 
not bo gotten under control before many of 
■the injured were literally cremated. 

As tho chances of eacape lessoned heart- 
rending shrieks aroBe from every portion of 
the great masa of wreckage. Two injurod 
women were almost extricated from the 
ruins when the flames approached so close 
ibhat the resauers had to abandon the womon 
for their own safety. The bodies of throe 
women were also seen in tho back part of the 
building but could not be reached. In the 
wrecked building there was a tier of five 
or six rooms extending across the rear, 
facing tho alley, on each of tho throe up- 
per floors. All thoBo rooms appear to have 
boon occupied. 

Out of forty or mcro people who wero in tho 
hotol whon tho explosion occurred, some 
twenty-four wero gotten out Bafoly and 
three were resouod more or Iobb serioualy in- 
jured. Tho others woro either killed or 
burned to death beneath tho debris at tho 
roar of tho ruined building. Tho firemen 
aro laboring energetically at tho work of 
exoavating, bat it will bo days before all the 
horrors of tho heap of destruction can bo 
told. Tho (1 image to the hotel amounts to 
between $30,000 and $40,000.
